oy the Act and Deed of Perfons fo nearly 
related, will more eafily perfwade the think- 
ing Part of the World to believe, that Hu- 
manity is not fo entirely banished from the 
World, as to make it poffible, that the Story 
can be true inall its Aggravations, as the Au. 
thors of that Letter have fet forth. 

We shall rherefore, inas fhort a manner as 
this Affair will allow, endeavour to put this 
Matter in a clear Light, and place the thing

In order to this, we firft e it clear; 
thar the Behaviour of the Perfon gave us 
the Reafon in the World to believe her Lu-

elves, but had the concurring Opinion of a- 
bundance of Witneffes, befides Phyficians, 
and all unbiafs‘d im‘Matters of Intcreft ; and 
‘that we ftill are. gonfirm’d in that Opinion, 
and believe with a Non Obfignse to Lucid In- 
zervals, fhe ftill remains fo. _ ; 

That being fix'd in our Belief of her Di- 
ftemper, we thought it our Duty as Rela- 
tions, to take Care of her ; and hall make it 
appear, that all our Proceedings with her have 
been fuitabl¢to our Care of her Health, and 
the Affection of Relations ;: and that if any 
Violences have been offer’djs they were cither 
fuch as her own Obftinacy/forc’d upon her 
felf, or unknown to any of us her Relations, 

That whatever Cavils at. our Methods 

with her, have been rais’d, our Intentions in 
the firft place have been clear, and cannot be 
cenfur’d ; neither can any part of our Pro- 
ceedings be prov’d to be difagrecing with 
thofe Intentions, or with Honelty, Affection 
or Prudence, 

. And when thefe things are made plain, we 
hope the World may have different Notions 
about this Matter, than they now feem to 
entertain, 

It was not without great Concern, that we 
who are the nearcft Relations of this young 
Woman had long difcern’d the Diftemper-of 
her Brain; which tho’ as in her Youth at dif- 
cover'’d it felf but in fmaller Matters,yet gave 
us always a melancholly Profpect, and made 
us very juftly uncafie about her. 

And if the Perfons, who now pretend to 
be her Directors, think thefe Sugacftions yn- 
reafonable, and will force the exact Hiftory 
of her Life to be exhibited to publick View, 
in the enfuing Trials; the World.will eafily 
judge whether it was with reafon or,no, that 
we dcem’d her Lunatick. ay

finding it encreafe,and loth to fee one fu near
